History of 2003 / 2004: Kol Israel --- Here are some more details 
regarding the Hillel transmitter site: 


Since 1984, Bezeq has operated the Hillel station for the IBA, and has 
done so in accordance with all the operational requirements demanded 
by the IBA and the competent authorities. Four transmitters at the 
station provide radio broadcasts for the IBA - two short-wave and two 
medium-wave, which operate in accordance with and subject to the 
approvals Bezeq received from the Ministry for the Environment. 


It is further noted that on 31.12.2003, the Company ceased all 
broadcasts from the station, as required by the State and the 
Broadcasting Authority, and since that date the site has not been used 
as a broadcasting station. 


The Hillel station closed on Jan 1[2004] and with it the two AM 
transmitters: 200 kW for Alef on 576, and 1200 kW for Dalet on 738 
that was not in use due to ban from the environmental authorities. 
That location also had two shortwave transmitters: 100 kW Thomson from 
1959 (11585 kHz) and 500 kW from Telefunken from 1983. Only the 500 kW 


transmitter is being retained; everything else in the station is being 
scrapped. Staff have been dispersed and dismantling is now starting. 


As opposed to the original plan, they have decided not to replace any 
of the lost frequencies so Alef coverage is greatly reduced. 


Looking at Google Earth the image date is somewhere between February & 
July 2006. Pity we can't access older images pre 2004. 


Likewise, during the first quarter of 2007, sale of the Hillel Station 
premises has been completed (as set out in the Company's immediate 
report dated November 15, 2006). The area of the premises is 
approximately 956 dunams, and the consideration received for sale of 
it is approximately $ 20.8 million

Yes, I am getting the 540 carrier at 1611 UT check. Not ‘local’ 
strength here, but certainly nothing ordinary. Loops 45 degrees or 
slightly less, which checks with Chilocco. Soon resumed continuous 
tone test, by 1635 until cut off abruptly just before 1707, without 
any ID on the hour or any announcements at all (Glenn Hauser, Enid, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


I was aware of OSU's transmitter at Chilocco (just west of US 177, 
across the river from Arkansas City) but didn't put it and the test 
signals together in my mind until now. It's a healthy S9+20 here at 
the moment. Its test signal is only 2 kHz wide so it isn't interfering 
with KFRM, yet. I hope it goes away as suddenly as it came. 


I'll have to get my old Space Magnet in action and see what direction 
it is coming from. The G313e is connected to 21-meter wire running NE- 
SW which seems to favor stations to the northeast like KWMT-540 or 
WTDY-1670. I'm in the process of constructing an EWE or two for medium 
wave. 


Oh well, I can forget it for the moment. They ceased transmission at 
12:06 CDT (lunch break?) and KWMT is back over KDFT. From the amount 
of lightning static, it sounds like it might be a stormy afternoon.

**x QUEBEC. TOO MANY ENGLISH STATIONS? SOME QUEBEC POLITICIANS WANT 
CONTROL OVER RADIO AND TV BROADCASTING

Does Quebec have too many radio and television stations? And if so, 
which ones should be taken off the air? Those are some of the 
questions raised by the growing support among political parties in 
Quebec for provincial control over the licensing of broadcasters in 
its territory. 


In February, the Quebec Liberal Party's policy commission proposed 
that Quebec be given a veto over decisions of the Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecommunications Commission affecting the granting or 
renewal of radio licences in the province. 


The proposal was submitted to the Liberal policy convention in March 
but not considered there. It now is to be considered at a meeting of 
the party's general council in September. 


While the CRTC now is an independent authority, the proposal calls for 
the Quebec government to appoint one-third of the CRTC commissioners 
"who grant or renew radio licences for stations broadcasting on the 
Quebec territory." 


These Quebec government representatives would "have a veto right for 
all decisions exclusively pertaining to the Quebec territory." 


So the Quebec government could, say, prevent new English-language 
radio stations from starting up or force existing ones to shut down 
when their licences come up for renewal. Or it could require English- 
language music stations to play the same proportion of songs in French 
as their French-language competitors. 


The Parti QuEbEcois would go farther, giving the province control over 
the licensing of television as well as radio stations while it is 
still part of Canada. 


In fact, the PQ platform adopted in March, which suspended the party's 
commitment to hold another sovereignty referendum, calls for Ottawa to 
hand over to the province all "powers and budgets" over 
communications, culture and language. 


So the Quebec government would have control over not only the 
licensing of English-language stations but also the funds allocated by 
the CBC for its English-language network in the province. 


And on the weekend, the PQ's federal ally, the Bloc QuEbEcois, 
reiterated its call for the CRTC to be replaced in Quebec by a new 
provincial authority, the CQRT. 


In May, the Bloc introduced a bill in the House of Commons to amend 
the Broadcasting Act to allow the federal government to delegate 
regulatory power over broadcasting within its boundaries to any 
province that requests it. 


When it introduced its bill, the Bloc said in an explanatory statement 
that its proposed CQRT "would be a body independent from the Quebec 
government and would have its own regulation related to the interests 
and concerns of the QuEbEcois nation. 


"With a CQRT, Quebec could by itself grant operating licences, modify 
them and renew them, or not." But the provincial CQRT that would thus 
be created would be different from the federal CRTC. 


It might not be as independent from government. When the Bloc 
announced its bill, Bloc MP Maria Mourani said that if Quebec 
controlled the licensing of broadcasters, "the Quebec government would 
not hesitate to issue the necessary instructions" to the French- 
language TQS network to maintain its news service. 


The prospective new owners of the money-losing network want to 
eliminate the service. But the CRTC, which must approve their purchase 
of TQS, has told them to come up with a proposal to maintain it. That 
is, the CRTC has already done what the Bloc wants its Quebec 
replacement to do. 


And for Quebec, the Bloc's bill would do away with existing explicit 
protection for English-language broadcasting. The Broadcasting Act now 
says the Canadian broadcasting system should reflect the "Linguistic 
duality" of Canadian society. The Bloc's bill says that in Quebec, the 
system should reflect "the distinct character of Quebec society, its 
values, history, culture and language." 


So the questions remain, for the Bloc and the other parties calling 
for Quebec control over the licensing of broadcasters: Should any 
stations be closed? And if so, which ones?

The Voice of Tigers (VoT), the official radio of the Liberation Tigers 
of Tamil Eelam (LTTE), which started transmissions on 1 June from 
Serbia, ceased its transmissions on June 9. According to reliable 
sources, the Government of Serbia terminated the broadcast licence 
granted to VoT to retransmit to Europe, North Africa and Middle East 
via satellite, when the authorities came to know that VoT was the 
official broadcast organ of a banned terrorist outfit. 


It is reported that several influential contacts helped the LTTE to 
obtain the transmission licence for the broadcast of Tamil FM radio 
through a Serbian satellite. However, the Serbian authorities were not 
aware of the true nature of the contents of VoT, and the moment they 
realised the connection between the VoT and the LTTE, the transmission 
was terminated. 


Previously the VoT, as well as the LTTEis television service, the 
National Tamil Television (NTT) used the US-based Intelsat 12 for 
radio and television transmissions. Intelsat terminated the 
transmissions when it was pointed out that the LTTE was a listed 
terrorist organisation in the US.

BP sked is far out of date, still showing Venezuela on an even 
timezone! And why of all Arabic-speaking cities, do they pick out 
Jerusalem? And why don’t they call it Al-Quds? And why in this case, 
do they have a 3-hour summer-time difference between UT and Israel 
even tho ET/UT are 5 hours apart instead of 4? God apparently has not 
granted them the power to figure out timezones correctly.

Studio 7 airs 19 hours of radio broadcasts weekly to Zimbabwe, 
including a repeat of its 90-minute evening broadcast. Programming 
includes reports from correspondents on the ground, interviews with 
local political leaders, and local, regional and world news. The 
service offers daily news bulletins via text message to more than 


15,000 subscribers in Zimbabwe and ongoing updates online. 


Though the Harare government has been deliberately interfering with 
Studio 7's AM signal for the past two years, the program reaches 
listeners on shortwave and VOA now reaches more than 10% of adults 
each week, the largest audience of any international broadcaster in 
Zimbabwe. In addition, VOA's website traffic increased 126% between 
January and May. 


Studio 7 broadcasts seven days a week at 7:00 p.m. local time on 
medium-wave (AM) and shortwave radio. From Monday through Friday 
program segments are 30 minutes each in English, Shona, and Ndebele. 
On Saturday and Sunday, language segments are 20 minutes each. Please 
visit Studio 7's website at http://www.VOANews.com/Zimbabwe for more 
information. (VOA press release June 16 via DXLD) 


Yet the show website still shows only one broadcast, M-F 1700-1830 and 
S/S 1700-1800! ---

Why in the world, if the point of the press release is a doubling of 
broadcasts, don't they give all the times and frequencies, especially 
the new ones??? I must hunt elsewhere. The extra broadcast is at 1830- 
2000, and may have started as early as June 1. Fortunately, the VOA 
by-language schedule has been updated:

At some time around a previous elexion, Studio 7 stayed on much later 
than 2000, apparently on an ad-hoc basis (Glenn Hauser, WORLD OF RADIO

since we don’t know who is behind them altho on 6100 we do know the 
transmitter site. The WHR online skeds for Angels 1, 2 and 6 still 
show nothing about this! All shown on different frequencies during 
this time period. Assuming the tests start and end on even hours, like 
the previous ones, Chuck's logs of 6100 account for 0800-1200 at least 
(Glenn Hauser, WORLD OF RADIO 1412, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Cuban music test via WHRI 6100: June 10 at 1016 heard 
Cuban music in same style as previously on 15460, 17660 in the 
daytime, which never had any IDs or announcements, but not identical 
selexions, not Guantanamera at 1020.

Recheck at 1059 with WHRI ID and more music. Per Chuck Bolland’s 
monitoring, 6100 is doing this from before 0900, so it probably runs

UNIDENTIFIED. United States, 6100, WHRI, 0845-0901+, Steady Spanish 
language music mostly concerned with Cuba and Cubans. Noted an ID on 
the hour (0900 UT) as: "This is World Harvest Radio International, the 
broadcasting company. Broadcasting from Cypress Creek, South 
Carolina in the United States of America. Visit our web site at 
WHRI.org ..." in English. After the ID, back to music. Signal was 
good. This is turning into a regular (Chuck Bolland, June 10, 2008, 
Clewiston, Florida, NRD545, WORLD OF RADIO 1412, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


6100, WHRI, 0856-0910+ June 11. Been hovering around 6100 kHz for 
about 15 minutes waiting for WHRI to come up. Only noted interference 
on the frequency that sounds like jammer of some kind. However, at 
Q856 WHRI comes on the air fading in over the jammer briefly and 
fading out. At 0900 full ID in English as usual. The interference and 
WHRI continue to trade punches so to speak, each dominating for a 
moment and then dropping back down. Since previous days, the music was 
generally sung with Cuba as its subject, I am wondering if the jammer 
is being directed from Cuba to blank out WHRI? By 0905, WHRI is almost 
completely blocked (Chuck Bolland, Clewiston, Florida, NRD545, WORLD 
OF RADIO 1413, DX LISTENING DIGEST) Certainly (gh) 


At 1220 UT today (June 11), I tuned to 6105 to try for the new Mexican 
outlet reported there. I was unable to hear it, but did note a station 
on 6100 playing Cuban music. I first thought it was RHC or a new relay 
of a Cuban domestic network, but there were no announcements between 
songs or at the 1230 point. 


The signal was fair when I first tuned in but gradually faded as the 

sun rose here; the noise level also increased. By 1250, I was forced 

to use USB and a 2.4 kHz filter but was copying only about 50% of the 
transmission. It was still Cuban music with no announcements. 


At 1259, the transmission was interrupted in mid-song by a male 
announcer in English. I did not copy all of the announcement due to 
the poor signal --- and, to be honest, the announcement took me by 
surprise and I wasn't prepared! --- but I distinctly heard "you have 
been listening to. "and what seemed to be a Washington, DC 
mailing address. The station immediately left the air after the 
announcement. 


It seems we probably have a new anti-Castro (or should that be "anti- 
nuevo Castro"?) U.S. propaganda operation on our hands (Harry Helms 
W5HLH, Corpus Christi, TX EL17, June 11, dxldyg via WORLD OF RADIO 
1413, DX LISTENING DIGEST) It’s WHRI; should mention South Bend (gh) 


No trace of Cuban music on 6100 when checked June 12 at 1308, just a 
fair signal in Russian talking about China, presumably CRI, which 
however per Aoki and Eibi is supposed to be in Mongolian during this 
hour, in Russian until 1300. (R. Rossii in Tannu Tuva is also listed 
on 6100, but I can’t believe it was that.). However, at 1432 I found 
another frequency for the unannounced Cuban music tests: 7365! With no 
jamming audible. 1459 to WHRI standard ID, asking for reports, no 
mention of °‘next broadcast’ * frequency and off. Did not have time to 
search for the next frequency, if any. 7365 is a neat choice, already 
used by R. Marti at other hours, besides WHRI too. This was not // 
MartI 13820. BTW, WHRI was missing from 11785 this morning, perhaps 
same transmitter currently on 7365 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 
1413, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


7365 still going with Cuban music tests from WHRI, June 13 at 1336 
over jamming; at 1346 played °*Cuba Linda’*, 1351 another very 
familiar syncopated tune, 1353 brief ‘‘running water’* ute QRM. Have 
not found any other current frequencies for this, but lacking any 
official info, constant bandscanning would be necessary, which I have 
not had time to do. The paranoid dentroCubans were still jamming 15460 
at 1832 June 12, six days after the music stopped on that frequency. 


Cuban music plus jamming still going on 7365, June 14 at 1411, joined 
at 1421 recheck by a less than 1 kHz het on hi side. This being 


Saturday, WHRI 11785 was on with Hmong World Christian Radio, so can't 
be same transmitter as 7385. 11785 now overpowering again with 
sideband splash so I suspect it is back to the 250 kW transmitter; 
third unit on 9840 also on the air with black-sounding gospel huxter 
in English (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1413, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. No further sign of Cuban music tests on 17660 or 15460 
since June 7, yet June 12 at 1832 I could still hear some jamming on 
15460, just in case. Also lite jamming on 6100 at 0621 June 14, vs 
nothing; R. Rep ’blica is on there evenings, and has also been a 
madrugada WHRI test frequency for Cuban music. See also UNIDENTIFIED 
7365 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1413, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 11915 with a slight het, June 12 at 1839. Too weak to 
dig out, but most likely Riyadh vs Porto Alegre, as R. Ga’cha has been 
reported off frequency, just a few days ago, June 8, by Maurits Van 
Driessche, Belgium at 2021 on 11915.14 also clashing with BSKSA (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Hello Glenn, Looks like after the Digital TV conversion the Champaign, 
IL area, channels 2 thru 4 are going to be clear. WCIA, analog channel 
3 here in town has an application to switch their digital allocation 
to channel 5 and there is another application for a low-power digital 
on 6, but the three lower frequency channels look like they will be 
free. I have a few questions: 


1. Will Mexico and Cuba be continuing to broadcast in analog, and can 
I still see them through the descrambler? and... 


2. Will any of these new digital channel 6's cause any interference to 
any 88.1 FM stations? 


Thank you as always! (Eric Loy, DWS Sportsnight, WDWS Radio, Champaign 
IL, 217-351-5613, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Eric, I’m not the expert on this so am copying to Doug Smith. 


Mexico is moving toward digital but it looks like it will be many 
years before their transition is complete, altho likely to happen 
first along the border and maybe DF, other major cities. I haven't 
heard anything about Cuba doing it. I expect they'll be glad to keep 
analog while US goes digital and dentroCubans are less likely to be 
able to DX US TV stations. 


There's been some discussion about whether set-top-boxes will pass 
analog signals that remain, and I am not sure of the answer, if there 
is one answer. No doubt it would be better to keep an analog-only TV 
running connected to an antenna for analog TV DX purposes. I know a 
lot of TV DXers are looking forward to next summer when all the 
countries around us will still be analog. 73, (Glenn to Eric, via 
DXLD) 


Yes, regarding Mexico continuing to broadcast in analog. They've begun 
the digital transition - there are a number of digital stations 
already on the air, mostly in Mexico City and areas along the U.S. 
border. However, they don't expect to transition totally to digital 
until 2020. 


I know almost nothing about plans for digital TV in Cuba (there was a 
rumor the other day that they'd selected a European digital TV 
standard not compatible with American sets. However, it's strictly a 
rumor and in any case didn't contain any information about xwhenx any 
digital conversion would happen). 


I think it's probably reasonable to assume analog TV will continue in 
Cuba for at least five more years and likely quite a bit longer. 


Regarding seeing them through the converter box, probably not. To my 
knowledge none of the converter boxes will receive analog signals 
themselves. A small number of models will pass analog signals through, 
allowing you to use the analog tuner in your TV set to get analog 
stations while using the converter box to get digital stations. 


This has been a point of controversy. In the U.S., low-powerx stations 
do NOT have to convert by next February - viewers will not be able to 
receive those that don't convert. 


The easy £ix is to use the audio/video outputs (the RCA cables) to 
connect the converter box to the TV, and to use a splitter (available 
at Radio Shack, Wal-Mart, and often Lowes & Home Depot) to connect the 
antenna to both the TV and the converter box. You then switch between 
analog and digital by using the "TV/Video" button on your remote. 


“*2. Will any of these new digital channel 6's cause any interference 
to any 88.1 FM stations?** 


They shouldn't. Really, even with analog this hasn't been a serious 
problem. Digital stations are held to a strict "Spectrum mask" - they 
are required to carefully restrict their signal to their assigned 
channel. With analog a bigger problem has been interference *xfrom* 
88.1 FM xtox TV (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, ibid.)

Plugging in digital converter boxes can rescue old TVs from going dark 
next year, and they might cost some TV stations much of their 
audiences. 


Despite public-service announcements warning that all TV signals will 
be digital by February, only the nation's 1,800 full-power stations 
are required to make the transition. More than 7,000 Class A, low- 
power and translator TV stations, including about a dozen in central 
Ohio, can keep broadcasting in analog. 


But if those stations don't go digital, too, it's "absolutely 
suicide," said David Aiken, president of the Central Ohio Association 
of Christian Broadcasters. The nonprofit organization operates 
stations in Columbus, Delaware and Marion that are available only 
over-the-air, not on cable or via satellite. 


Those who rely on an antenna to watch TV are being encouraged to buy a 
converter box that will enable their sets to pick up a digital signal. 
The federal government is distributing 33.5 million coupons worth $40 
each that can be used toward buying a box. 


But the majority of converter boxes -- 68 of the 86 models approved by 
the National Telecommunications and Information Administration -- also 
block analog signals from reaching the TV. 


So unless Aiken comes up with at least $135,000 to convert his 
channels to digital, he could lose every viewer who buys a converter

SUN GOES LONGER THAN NORMAL WITHOUT PRODUCING SUNSPOTS

Extremely low solar activity continues, with the effective sunspot 
number reaching just 2 units during the Monday morning hours local 
time in Havana, that is from 11 to 15 hours UT. All the world¥s 
ionospheric vertical incidence sounders are registering a very weak 
ionosphere, due to the very low free electrons count per cubic 
centimeter, that is the yardstick used by scientists to measure 
ionization. Maximum useable frequencies at the peak times are not 
exceeding more than 25 megaHertz, and then this is happening for very 
short periods of time. So, if you happen to pick up DX signals on 
frequencies above 25 megaHertz, you can be sure that they are reaching 


you via the Sporadic E clouds that are typical of this time of the 
year and that have nothing to do with solar activity.

Very low solar activity, just one sunspot active region in sight, a 
lot of sporadic E skip all over the northern hemisphere, including

Geomagnetic field activity was at mostly quiet levels during 02 - 05 
June. Activity increased to quiet to unsettled levels for the rest of 
the period. ACE solar wind measurements indicated a gradually 
subsiding recurrent high-speed stream was in progress at the start of 
the period. A peak solar wind velocity of 615 km/sec was detected at 
the start of the period. Velocities gradually decreased during 02 - 06 
June with a low of 327 km/sec detected at 06/0213. A solar sector 
boundary crossing (away (+) to toward (-)) occurred at approximately 
07/0900 UTC. The boundary crossing was associated with an increase in 
velocities (peak 551 km/sec at 07/1604 UTC), increased IMF Bt (peak 10 
nT at 0856 UTC), and periods of mostly southward IMF Bz (minimum -7 nT 
at 07/0652 UTC). Velocities began to gradually decrease after 08/1400 
UTC and reached a low of 302 km/sec by the close of the period. 


Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 11 June - 07 July 2008 


Solar activity is expected to be very low. No proton events are 
expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 MeV electron flux 
at geosynchronous orbit is expected to reach high levels during 19 - 
23 June. Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet levels 
during 11 - 15 June. Activity is expected to increase to unsettled 
levels during 16 - 19 June due a recurrent coronal hole high-speed 
wind stream. Activity is expected to decrease to quiet levels during 
20 - 24 June. Activity is expected to increase to unsettled levels 
during 25 - 28 June due to a recurrent coronal hole high-speed wind 
stream. Activity is expected to decrease to quiet levels during 29 
June - 02 July. Activity is expected to increase to unsettled levels 
during 03 - 05 July due to recurrence. Activity is expected to 
decrease to quiet levels during the last two days of the period.
